Mr. McKenzie proposed that a reply should 
be sent to the Ministry to the effect that the 
majority of the members voted for the change 
from morning to evening meetings as being 
more convenient, as they had their private 
business te attend during the day,

POACHING TRAWLERS. 


MANXMEN SEEK HELP FROM 
DONEGAL. 

At the Malin District Court the Clerk sub- 
mitted a letter that he had received from the 
Secretary of the Isle of Man Fisheries Board 
in reference to a paragraph which appeared 
in The. Fishing News reporting the recent 
prosecution of Fleetwood steam trawler 
skippers at Malin Court for illegal fishing off 
Glengad Head, lights dowser and false regis- 
tration numbers

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BALLINA STUDENT’S DEATH. 


At the resumed inquest, in Monkstown 
Hospital, vesterday, on Arthur M. Coolican, 
of Ballina, County Mayo, a law student vf 
Trinity College, Dublin, who lost bis life iú 
a motor collision at Temple Hill, Blackrock, 
on Good Friday, it was stated by a sergeant

A motor car 
appivached the cyclist on its proper side. 
The cyclist appeared to lose control of his 
wiachine, and the witness heard a crash. 
There was room for the cyclist to pass. 
William J. Walsh, of 50 Adelaide road, 
Dublin, said that he was ir Coolican 4 com- 
pany for two hors in Bray, but ne had 
never met him before. He notice 4 that 
Coolican was not very steady on his machine, 
and ‘‘ did not seem used io it.” He was 
perfectly sober, ti: 

Dr. McCauley, house surgeon, Monkstown 
Hospital, stated that Coolican, when admitted 
to the hospital, was unconscious. and was 
suffering from a fracture of the base of the 
skull, a fracture of the left knee and abrasions 
and other injuries to the body. The cause 
of death was shock and hemorrhage.

SHIPPING COMPANY’S 
FINAL OFFER.

The conference arranged by the Dundalk 
Chambe?” of Commerce with a view to settling 
the strike, which has tied up the Dundalk ana 
Newry Steampacket Company’s service for 
over a week, was held in the Town Hall 
yesterday, representatives being present from 
the Chamber, the company and the men's 
organisation, the Amalgamated Transport and 
General Werkers’ Union. 

Mr. R. C. Ferguson, Director of the Indus- 
tries Department of the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce, presided, and had with him 
Mr. J. B. Connell, also of the Ministry. One 
of the Chamber’s representativés was Mr. 
Peter Hughes, Minister for Defence, . . 

CARUINAL O’DONNELL’S HOPE. 

The following letter from Cardinal O’Don- 
nell, addressed to Mr. J. M. Carroll, Presi- 
dent of the. Chamber of Commerce, was 
ead :— 

‘‘Dear Mr. Carroll,—So much depends for 
Dundalk on industrial peace that I have been 
much concerned about the trouble at the 
docks, and I am very glad to hear the matter 
has gone to conciliation. The emergency that 
has arisen is one of no ordinary difficulty. 1 
trust there are enough good men in Dundalk 
io compose it according to reason. May God 
Liess the conciliators and enable them to work 
out a just decision on the lines of common- 
sense and Christian fairness.’’ 

THE FINAL OFFER. 

The meeting. opened at 11 a.m. and lasted, 
almost withéut‘intertuption, until 8 p.m. As 
a result. of ‘the day’s deliberation, the com- 
pany put’ before the men’s representatives 
\ hat they declared to be their final effer, and 
this was considered by the men, and rejected. 

At the request. of the Chairman, however, 
the company agreed to keep theoffer open 


until Saturday. morning; and the Chairman’ 


further appealed to both parties to reconsider 
the whole position in all its bearings, more 
particularly with an eye to the rous 
effects.on the town of Dundalk of a complete 
shutting down of the steampacket services. 
“Both parties promised to give earnest con- 
sideration to the position as they found it. 
HARBOUR BOARD HIT, . 

The strike is viewed seriously by the 
Dundalk Harbour Board. 

Ai. a gry | of the Board yesterday, a 
report of the Finance Committee was sub- 
mitted, stating that. the reduction of the 
Steampacket Company’s sailings would mean 
a reduction of over £2, in the annual in- 
come of the Board. Hitherto, the weekly 


wages bill of the Commissioners had 
amounted to £100 during the dredging’ 
season. It did not appear that dredging 


would be possible this year, unless matters 
took a more favourable turn; and the Com- 
mittee recommended that the Board should 
postpone the necessary repairs to dredger 
and pumping plant, and reduce the number 
of hands employed and the wages of certain 
employés, these recommendations to he re- 
considered in a month. 

In moving the adoption of the report, Mr. 
MeGahan said that if this strike was not 
speedily settled, it would be imperative that 
they should carry out the report of the 
Finance Committee in a month. He made a 
strong appeal for the setting up of a tribunal 
which would deal with disputes, and said that 
such a tribunal would be a godsend, not 
only to Dundalk, but to all other ports simi- 
larly circumstanced. 

Mr. William Twibill (Chairman) agreed, 
and said that it would be a lamentable state 
of affairs if the Board should be unable to 
proceed with its new improvement scheme, 
for, which they had been working hard for 
two years. They had now got the Act of 
Parliament and the money necessary— 
£55,000—but if they could not earn the 
money to pay the interest on the money 
they were borrowing, their scheme would 
have to come to a dead stop, and scores of 
men would be disemployed. 

The Board unanimously adopted the re- 
commendations.

Mr. Perry said that they could be shortened, 
and he would object to providing others. 

The Chairman (Mr. C. Browne, J.P.) said 
that when the fire bell rang the men lived in 
different parts of the town, and they ran off 
immediately to the scene of the fire, and the 
coats could be brought on the fire brigade 
lorry. As it was now, neither helmets nor 
coats would be used, because they happened 
tc. run the moment they heard the bell. 

Mr. “Furey asked was not there an order 
made some time ago for the men to keep these 
things at their own home, and then to turn 
out in uniform to a fire when the bell went 
off ? 

Mr. Stewart—It would be a good thing, but 
no order was made. 

Mr. Furey said that at the present moment 
if a house took fire it would be likely to burn 
to the ground, because they did not know 
where to turn for the equipment. 

It was decided to call a special practice of 
the brigade, at—which all the members of the 
Urban Couneil would attend, in order to make 
recommendations.

_, MISSAQMISFIED TEACHERS. 

The Presidéht of Conference, Mr. 
McLoughlin, B.A., in the course of his 
address, said that their financial position, 
which they had good and just for con- 
| Sidering permanently settled, and the settle- 

ment guaranteed by the good faith of the 
‘British Treasury, was assailed on all sides, 
and they were compelled to look.around them 
for support, but, unfortunately, ‘they looked 
[in vain. They owed it to their own repre- 
sentatives that the axe fell mot on the Ist 
April, 1925, as was plainly the executioner’s 
first intention, but only on the Ist January, 
1926. They had, therefore, put into the 
| pockets of the teachers of Ulster the very 

substantial sum of £75,000, and for this ser- 
vice as well as for many others, they owed 
them great and heartfelt thanks. 

The teachers who had borne the burden and 
heat of the day were well aware of the fact 
that heretofore when the Education Depart- 
ment enjoined reforms they demanded the 
expenditure of money from local sources, and 
their good friends the clerical managers whole- 
heartedly and joyously rolled the burden. of 
making the necessary provision over on to 
the shculders of the teachers. With that old 
dodge they were all fairly well acquainted ; 
but that a popular Government, without being 
in the throes of bankruptcy, should fellow 
in the managerial footsteps and seek to finance 
its much-trumpeted Education Act at the 
teachers’ expense, was a development that 
none of them expected, that all of them re- 
sented, and that not one of them would either 
forget or forgive. 

It might be that financial stringency com- 
pelled the Northern Government to break 
faith with its teachers. Whatever the root 
cause of the trouble, the “cut” itself was 
a truly unfortunate measure for Ulster. Dis- 
j satisfied teachers constituted the gravest 
danger to which any Government could ex- 
pose itself. He pointed out to the working- 
class men of Northern Ireland that a con- 
sideration of their true interests should lead 
them to give whole-hearted support to the 
demands of the teachers, both for better re- 
muneration and for better conditions of 
service.

A PROTEST. 

At vesterday’s conference, Mr. J. Hamil- 
ton. Belfast, proposed a resolution pro- 
testing against the action of the Ulster 
Government in breaking the salary agreement 
of November, 1920, which was amended on 
the part of the representatives of the British 
Treasury, the Commissioners of National 
Education, and school teachers, and provided 
a anent scale of salaries. He said that 
the financial adjustments between the British 
and Ulster Governments were made on the 
basis of the teachers’ salaries then existing. 
That money, he added, was their (the 
teachers) money, and they had no right to 
take it. (Applause.) Parsimony in educa- 
tional matters was a sure way to national 
disaster. 

Miss Ross, seconding, said that what 
annoyed them most was not the cutting of 
the salaries, but the Government’s breach of 
faith. (Applause.) 

Mr. J. Smyth (General Secretary) con- 
tradicted a statement in a Belfast newspaper, 
that under the salary agreement arrived at in 
November, 1920, the teachers had no guaran- 
tee that the scales would not be open to 
revision according as the future cost of living 
might rise or fall. 

The resolution was passed unanimously. 

SUPERANNUATION QUESTION. 

A resolution was proposed by Mr. David 
Orr, Newtownards, regretting that the 
Government had not met the teachers’ pro- 
posals for a settlement of the superannuation 
question, and holding that the proposal of the 
Government to throw the entire cost of anv 
improvement “in superannuation on the 
teachers was unfair. He said that when the 
Government took over the administration of 
the edneation system they also took over the 
responsibility. 

Mr. Anderson, Newtownards, seconded, and 
said that they only asked the same terms as 
were accorded teachers in Great Britain. 

The resolution was adopted. 

Mr. A. Pinkerton, Ballinamallard, moved 
a resolution to the effect that provision should 
be made so that when amalgamation of small 
schools took place teachers should not be 
thrown out of employment or that long-service 
teachers should not reduced in status. 
The resolution was seconded by Mr. R. D. 
Kingston, Derrygonnelly, and passed. unani- 


mously. x 

Mr. W. J.Mawhinney, ' Ballyhackamore, 
moved, and Mr. 8. Morrison seconded, an 
addendum that teachers of twenty-five years’ 
service have years of service added to enable 
them to retire on full pension if they so 
desired. 


The resolution and addendum were adopted.

ENGRAVINGS ON WOOD. 


WORK OF LADY MABEL 
ANNESLEY. 


An exhibition of wood engravings and 
drawings, by Lady Mabel Annesley, has been 
opened at 7 St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, - It 
is so seldom that we in Dublin’ get an 
opportunity of seeing this form of art that 
the present collection. deserves attention. 

In two dozen examples Lady Mabel 
Annesley shows the artistic beauty that lies 
in the neglected art of wood-engraving. Aill 
her work is marked by originality, warmth 
of imagination, and the hig 
which in this medium is acquired only by an. 
infinite capacity for hard work. 

For delicacy of suggestion, ‘Scotch Fir ”” 
(10) stands out among a rare collection of the 
beautiful in black-and-white. The artist tells 
us very subtly that the wind is in the trees, 


proclaims the artist to be full of sympathy 
with nature. - This sympathy is also : well 
expressed in ‘‘ Béech Trees’’ (25), and other 
engravings and pencil drawings (32) where 
trees are seen. 


Scené’’ (24), where three riders, on tired 
horses, are making their way across a bleak 
hillside. In “The Chapel” (7), the artist 
has got an engraving almost photographie in 


town in Ulster. In the illustrations to Songs 
of County Down, we have an interesting set 
of engravings. “The Lake’’ (ó) is a good 
example of the engraver’s treatment of land- 
scape. ‘‘Slieve na Slat ' (22), wood and 
mountain and lake, is another striking Jand- 
scape, as caught by the artist, on wood. 

In three of the four chalk drawings Lady 
Mabel Annesley gets fine snow effects by 
methods . whic appear simple. Closer 
examination shows that they have been pro- 
duced with a meticulous regard for the 
smallest detail. Everyone who visits this un- 
usually. interesting exhibition will regret that 
the artist has not hung more pencil drawings, 
such as No. 31, “Cart Horses.”’

Farmers, if the duty were. reduced, 
would be able to sell their produce at a 
reasonable price. 
Mr. P. Anderson seconded the motion. 
The Mayor said that if they concentrated 
on one article and urged the Government to 
reduce the beer duties, it would be much 
more effective. 
Mr. E. M‘Ardle pointed out that these 
duties were imposed by the British Govern- 
ment during the great war. They were im- 
Bac as war duties. Was there any reason, 
asked, for imposing them on this country 
when we were not now obliged to pay any 
contribution towards the cost of the European 
war?! 

Mr. P. Byrne meá said that it was 
all very well to call npon the Government, to 
make these reductions, but he would like to 
know what corresponding reduction in 
prices the licensed trade was prepared to 
make: The trade shouid give a lead .to the 
Government by first making a‘ reduction in 
their prices.

CONTESTS... 


SOME DISAPPOINTING 
PERFORMANCES. 


—— 
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- “The programme at the Father Mathew Feis. 
yesterday was interesting in its variety and 
character. It included contests for piano: and 
violin-playing during the forenoon and after-: 
noon, and at night there were the contest for 


popularisation of Irish songs, and the baritone 
solo singing test. F. 

The preparatory violin competition drew 
fourteen entries, and was an ge py affair, 
most of the children showing high talent and 
promise. There was admirable treedom about 
the playing, and generally the bowing was 
good. The winner produced a good quality 
of tone and showed great freedom and dash. 
The junior violin test brought out the best 
playing of the day, and revealed considerable 
thought and inner study of the test pieces. 
Technique, On the whole, was good, and the 
intonation also; but failure to observe the 
nuances was gerieral, even in the case of the 
winner, who, however, produced a very 
beautiful singing quality of tone and played 
with -good rhythm. i 

In. the piano classes the -contest for the 
Piano Scholarship was interesting. . There 
were twenty-three entries, at various stages 
of efficiency. On the whole, the standard, was 
satisfactory, most.of the players showing good 
technique and not a few playing brilliantly. 
The adjudicator, Miss Grace O’Brien, had 
some interesting things tosay, and again urged 
the necessity for cultivation of the powers of 
interpretation. As she put it, “ Interpretation 
is the thing that matters: it means more than 
technique. Technique you must have, but it 
was only one-third of the way. The soul of 
the work was what was wanted.” In the 
winner of the competition there was a splendid 
example of what was wanted. Her intelligent 
grasp of the Beethoven piece she played was 
excellent, ! 
The senior piano competition was somewhat 
disappointing, and the test piece, Weber’s 
‘“* L'Invitation” a la Valse,’’ rather circum- 
scribed the abilities of the players. Its style 
was evidently unsuited to the temperament of 
some, and ibly if.a second and contrasting 
piece had been obligatory much better things 
would have been achieved, if not conceivably 
a different result. As in the advanced violin 
test, the’ Exctlsior advanced piano. competi- 
tion failed to win support, only one com- 
petitor being heard, and she was very dis- 
appointing both in her selection and in her 
playing. 

The standard of singing for the Gore Cup 
and the baritone solo: contests at night was 
only fair. Mr. Joseph O'Mara, who adjudi- 
cated with -Mr. C.-P;: Fitagerald, did some 
plain speaking ‘to competitors who had the 
temerity to appear in a competition, when 
very obviously they had not given sufficient— 
if any—study to the test pieces.

“1 THÉ PORT OF 'SANTOS. 


COFFEE AND WEALTH.. 
(BY J. J. BYRNE NEWELL.) 


. Tt was at the fine mod 
which is connected by rail with Sao Paulo, 
the splendid capital of the rich coffee-growing 
State of that name, that I first set foot on 
Brazilian soil, although I had previously been 
within. the magnificent harbour of Rio de 
Ianeiro. “The entrance from the sea to this 
important -and year Fas ge or port is 
through @ fairly wide in et,. like a ab og 
mouth, commanded by an old fort on one side, 
with a small lighthouse on the low-lying ex- 
tremity of land on the left. the high rocky 
coast line being covered with dense vegeta- 
tion. “as | 
The prevailing colour of the Brazilian coast 
is a rich tropical green, which colour of hope 
and glory is displayed both on the Brazilian 
and Bolivian national ensigns. As the early 
morning haze evaporated we got an excellent 
view of the surrounding naigh, with 
numerous steamers lying along the great 
three-mile. stretch, of wharves which extend 
around the eastern boundary of tlie city, while 
on the opposite low-lying swampy ‘flats “rose. 
the red roofs of bungalows, with a back- 
ground of a plain, flanked by . thickly-wooded 
hill ranges, faintly discerned. through their 
blankets of fleecy clouds. Further away, in- 
land stretched the glassy surface of the narrow 
bay, to where on the far horizon other hill 
ranges and mountain spurs towered aloft 
silhouetted against the sky line. 
Citywards rose glaring white. edifices and 
stately ‘palm trees, backed by great rounded 
knolls or hills,. along whose slopes nestled 
charming bright-coloured summer ¢hdlets and 
hatels. embowered in a wealth of evergreen 
frees, plants and brilliant-hued flowers; whilst 
as far as the eye could reach stretched huge 
warehouses, forty-one in all, full of coffee, 
meat, cotton, bananas, ete., the produce of 
the ‘rich interiér lands brought down to the 
sea over the metals of ‘the Sao Paulo Railway 
Company, and dumped into the capacious 
holds of the numerous large steamers for con- 
vevance to the markets of the world. 
From the vicinity of the quay-side, where 
hands of coal-black, lithe, muscular natives 
were engaged in loading and discharging 
cargoes to the accompaniment of the rattle of 
huge cranes, a low tramcar bore us along 
well-paved. streets, lined with one-storey i 
shops, cheap workmen's restaurants, café- 
hars and private dwellings, to the. centre of 
the city, grouped around a neat little plaza, 
adorned with’ statues, ‘lovely palms . and 
flowers, with an old-world: church of faded 
reddish-brown walls at one corner. — Dark- 
haired, sallow Brazilians; Portuguese and 
coloured people filled the thoroughfares 
and adjacent streets, where there was- much 
movement among the lines. of smart. grocery 
stores, general dealers, drapery and provision 
shops, coffee-rooms,’ bars and cinemas, Here 
and there were conspicaous many-faix-skinned 
Americans, ‘British and “other Europeans, 
mostly business men and hardy pioneers, 
Although the foundation of the City of 
Santos is said to have been laid in 1586 by a 
Captain 3rar Cubas, an ancient Portuguese 
navigator and explorer, it was. only on.the 
stamping out of the. dreaded epidemics of 
vellow fever and malaria by modern sanitation 
some thirty years ago that the real develop- 
ment of the-port and town was begun. The 
old residential City of “Sao Vicente stands on" 
the site of a still earlier settlement, dating 
from 1532, on. the .island of Enguaguassi, 
ascribed to Martin Affonso de Souza, | 
Santos is but one of many instances of the 


cities, which scarce more than a score. of 
years ago were quite unimportant towns’ of 
one-storey houses set in insanitary streets, or 
mere collection, of rude mud and wattle huts 
or shacks, surréunded by pestilential swamps. 
The successiul cultivation of the coffee bean lajd 
the foundation of many great fortunes among 
Braztiian -vlanters, so that foreign ‘capitalists 
were quickly alive to the fact that in Bragil 
with its huge almost untapped resources, and 
relatively large supply. of cheap foreign labour, 
there existed a wide fXjd for the profitable 
investment oi capital. - 

To-day Santos handles the produce of one 
billion coffee trees planted in the State oí 
Sao Paulo, representing 60 p.c. of Brazil's 
total export of coffee, and 50 p.c. of that 
country’s, total exports in tonnage, and 
perhaps two-thirds. of her. total exports in 
Value. Large sums were confidently invested 
in the laying-out of, the improving a 
paving, the sanitation on. modern lines and 
beautifying of the city, Some of the big under- 
takings acomhail were the provision oí 
fourteen kilometres of deep canals, flushed 


he waterfalls at, Itatinga; laying of tram 
ines, public lighting, gas and water, water 
of excellent purity being -brought from the 
Serrado Mar, fifteen miles from the city. 

Among the interesting cbjects pointed out 
to visitors is the famous old Church of Santos. 
erected in 1640, m close vicinity to the modern 
Sao Paulo railway station. Also 
there is‘ the famous. Shrine of Our 
Lady” of Monte. Serrat, situated on 
the summit of the hill of that name, ‘to 
which one is conveved by a funicular rail- 
way. Thig hjll also boasts. of:a-local wireless 
station. 

Santos can display some lovely cool 
plazas, whose green verdure delights and rests 
the eyes wearied of the strong sun glare, 
which compels*many Europeans to Wear tinted 
eye-glasses. ‘ There aré imposing buildings, 
such as the uew official’ Coffee Exchange, a 
veritable - palace; Custom “ House, railway 
station .and. branch banks, Jockey €lub, 
Theatre-Casino, Parque Balnearzo, etc. The 
fine Pantheon dos Andiadas in the Convento 
do Carmo contains the mortal rémains. of the 
famous Andradas. brothers, José Bonifacio, 
Antonio Carlos and Maritim Francisco Andrada 


of Brazilian Independence. A. beautiful monu- 
ment to those Brazilian brothers’ was unveiled 
by the Centenary Commission on the 7th 
September, 1922. That of Padre Bartholomew 
Gusmao is also a fine work. of. art. 

Other attractions of. the city are theatres, 
cinemas, restaurants and clubs, native and 
loreign, as weil as a five wile length of beach, 
where sea-hathing, which, by “the .tav, is so 
greatly prized.in trapical; climes; as. well ‘as 
motoring, can be enjoyed.

McCREA MAGEE COLLEGE 


VALUE OF DUBLIN 
UNIVERSITY CONNECTION. 
The closing public meeting of the’ session 
of McCrea Magee College, Londonderry, was 
held in the Examination Hall yesterday. ~ 
Professor MacMaster, who presided, re- 
fered to the loss that the College had sus- 
tained by the death «f Professor. Strahan. 
Personal intercourse with Professor Strahan, 
he said, had deepened. the impression that he 
was one of the type of the scholafs that they 
read of in the days of the Renaissance in the 
fifteenth and _ sixteenth centuries. The 
stories told of their wide acquaintance with 
the literature of the ancient world no. longer 
seemed gross exaggerations when one came 
face to face with a linguist so versed .in the 
varied languages of Western “Asia, as- well 
as in the literature of modern Europe: one 
who could address with facility and fluency 
a gathering in East* London of Yiddish 
speaking Jews, or one of Arabic Christians 
in Damascus. 

It was usual at that meeting to make 
mention of the progress of their students in 
connection with Trinity College. Last year 


tained was not quite so long or so distin 
cuished as in the previous vear; still it com 
pared very favourably with several of the 
preceding years. Twelve students obtained 
the B.A. degree; one of these, Mr. James A. 
McFarland, gaining a Moderatorship; and 
three of them, Miss E. McKee, Mr. Entrician, 
and Miss Maude Fulton, gaining Respon- 
dencies. Nine students passed the Little-Go 
examination in October, and twenty distinc- 
tions were won at the dierent term examina- 
tions for prizes. 


A GREAT ADVANCE. 
It was. just fifteen vears since the students 
of the College were, for the first time, 
eligible to obtain degrees in the University 
of Dublin. It might be of interest 
to his hearers to learn that in 
these years no fewer than 214 students of 
the College: had graduated there, 65 of them 
taking Honour Degrees, 23 as Senior Mo- 
derators, 19 as Junior Moderators, and 23 as 
Respondents. The high proportion of Honour 
and Pass Degrees was in itself notable, and 
he ventured to say (though he had not in- 
vestigated the point) that in no successive 
fifteen years during their connection with 
the Royal University was there even an 
approximation to the figures he had quoted. 
So let them take courage and hope for greater 
things in the future. 
The Rev. M. McC. fiilmour, Ballymena, 
tiesented the report of the General As- 
sembly's Committee. He was pleased to 
know that the number of students looking 
forward to the ministry was on the increase, 
because the Church needed more men. 
They liked to come to Derry to look across 
th. border into the Free State, if not to enter 
that State, which, he sometimes thought, 
knew so little about true freedom, religious or 
political, but in which there dwelt some 
excellent people, excellent members of their 
own beloved Presbyterian Church. He 
thought that when they looked across the 
bcrder they were satisfied that they remained 
part of Northern Ireland, and that Derry 
City and its College remained on Northern 
Ireland soil. (Applause.) 
He was sorry that that time-honoured in- 
stitution, with its high reputation, had not a 
single theological professor. It was a sad 
thing. While the change made in cutting 
otf two years in that College might’ have 
henefited some it had not benefited the 
College or the Church as a whole. (Applause. ) 
Sometimes they found a union  furmed 
between two congregations was not a success- 
ful or happy one. It was quite possible that, 
with the number of students for the Christian 
ministry increasing, the Assembly might take 
steps to restore that old College to the fall 
curriculum for the «men who were entering 
on the ‘sacred ministry.

It laid a firm foundation for that genuine, 


uatural sympathy which could elevate the 
farmers’ life or any life above sordid in- 
terests. It emphasised the value of working 
for a useful end. Properly handled, it 


awakened a sense of responsibility, while it 
promoted a zeal for co-operation, 

He suggested thiat there was an urgent need 
for a reformation of rural education, that 
manual training, nature study and domestic 
science ‘become in reality integral parts of 
the school curriculum, and that teachers who 
would operate in country districts be speci- 
ally or suitably trained for their work. He 
might be reproached with deprecating the 
importance of books. The evil was not in 
the books themselves, but partly in the 
manner in which they were handled, and 
partly in the home life of the rural child. 

) Perhaps the root of the trouble lay in the 

refusal to admit that period oí self-expres- 
sion towards the end of the primary course. 
If the teachers would show the children 
how and where they might acquire informa- 
tion which had a bearing on their future 
daily labours they should have less fear that 
they or their parents might regard education

DEATH OF MR. GEORGE 


MELLOWS. 

On the 6th inst., in Balbriggan, died 
George Mellows, and with him dies one of 
the crafts that have made Balbriggan famous 
the world over. He was the last worker 
of the hand-frame used in making fine 
hosiery. It is more than 150 years since this 
manner of making hosiery was started in 
Ireland at Balbriggan, and during that long 
period the industry remained |there. Mr. 
Mellows had worked for Messrs, Smyth and 
Company, Limited, for 57 years, and was 
working at his loom until a few days ago. 
Although Mr. Mellows had been 57 years at 
work, and was the last of the old frame 
operators in active work, there are several 
old men still living in peacefal retirement 
who began work at about the same time as 
Mr. Mellows, but who, owing/to age and 
infirmity, are no longer able to continue their 
employment. i 

The power-driven looms, with their greater 


eg of production, have superseded. the 
iand-frame. In fineness of texture and 
perfection of workmanship, however, the 


hand-loom excelled, but price and speed of 
production have won the contest, and one by 
one the old craftsmen have. passed away. 
George Mellows was the last iof them in 
active work in Ireland. Modern ways anc 
industrialism have destroyed hip kind, and 
he and his work now are subjects/of historical 
recollection.

He was the last worker 
of the hand-frame used in making fine 


hosiery. It is more than 150 years since this 
Ireland at Balbriggan, and during that long 
period the industry remained there.
